GHI Residents Angered to Find 
New School Tiking “Their” Yards

Some Greenbelt Homes, Ine. members got a surprise 
as surveyers for the county school system staked out the 
clearing and property lines for the new school at the site 
of the old North End Elementary School. The stakes were 
located well inside the fences on what the members had long 
thought of as their yards. However, GHI Assistant Mana¬ 
ger Steve Wright confirmed that the property line is well 
inside the fences.

At its April 30 regular 
meeting, the Greenbelt City 
Council received a staff pro¬ 
posal for construction of a 
new post office. 

Trails 

Council referred a staff pro¬ 
posal regarding standards for 
the perimeter trail to the Advis¬ 
ory Planning Board (APB) and 
the Parks and Recreation Advis¬ 
ory Board (PRAB) for comment 
Council member Joseph Isaacs 
suggested that after the boards 1 
comment, the city should offer 
a walking tour of the proposed 
route. Council member Edward 
Putens asked for a public hear¬ 
ing after council receives the 
board reports. 

The perimeter trail is a long 
planned path extending from the 
Gladys Noon Spellman overpass 
at Gardenway, north to the 
Northway fields parking lot and 
continuing to Laurel Hill Road. 
During last year’s budget re¬ 
view, council made construction 
of the segment from Gardenway 
to North way a special objective 
for the Parks Department. 

According to the city mana¬ 
ger’s written agenda comments, 
the public works staff has now 
staked out a route for the trail. 
The route follows existing foot 


The proposed two-year public 
works budget totals $1,684,500 
for FY91 and_ $1,720,800 for 
FY92, of the total city budget of 
$10,393,500 and $11,308,900, re¬ 
spectively, Covered under this 
budget are refuse collection, in¬ 
cluding regular trash, special 
trash and newspapers for recy¬ 
cling; road maintenance; the 
horticultural program; and park 
and playground maintenance. 

City Manager James Giese 
characterized the budget as 
“pretty much as is”, plus the 
purchase of some major equip¬ 
ment. The budget will add an 
additional job slot to the parks 
crew in FY91 and two more in 
FY92 when Schrom Hills Park 
is scheduled to be completed. 
Reduced Refuse Crews 

The budget as proposed by 
Giese calls for the elimination of 
two refuse crew slots, based on 
the assumption that the city will 
go with the county’s recycling 
program. This would reduce the 
volume of trash collected and 


trails in some places but di¬ 
verges in others to avoid environ¬ 
mentally sensitive areas or to 
move it further from the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway. 
Giese indicated that city staff 
would show the trail location to 
interested parties. 

Besides location, staff is also 
seeking approval for its proposed 
standards. The standards call for 
a six to eight foot wide path, 
with a 12 foot clearance of tall 
trees and shrubs. These dimen¬ 
sions will permit city mainte¬ 
nance vehicles to use the path. 
Wider areas will be cleared near 
bridges to provide a turnaround 
area for vehicles, as the bridges 
will not be built to support motor 
vehicles. 

The path surface will be com¬ 
pacted earth, with gravel placed 
in soft spots. Where wetlands 
cannot be avoided, . pressure- 
treated wood bridges will be con¬ 
structed. Boardwalks will be used 
if the path must cross any areas 
of continuously wet soil. No 
benches or tables are proposed 
along the trail. 

Council member Antoinette M. 
Bram questioned whether a 
“trail” should be wide enough to 
accommodate trucks. Giese said 
that such a width is required 
for trail construction and main¬ 
tenance. He said that the pro¬ 
posed width is the minimum for 


eliminate the pick-up of news¬ 
papers by the city trash crews. 

Both the recycling committee 
in its report and Giese propose 
a change in the collection sched¬ 
ule from picking up trash twice 
a week and newspapers once a 
week to picking up each trash 
and special trash once a week 
with one day for pick up of 
bulkier special trash items. 

In-depth discussion of the ref¬ 
use and recycling items was de¬ 
ferred until the public hearing 
on April 23. 

Smith and Giese both noted 
the difficulty in hiring and keep¬ 
ing good employees on the trash 
crews. This problem may get 
worse, Smith noted, as the state’s 
tougher standards for Class B 
drivers licenses take effect. The 
physical, written and driver’s 
tests are much more difficult, 
General Foreman Kenny Hall 
noted. By April 1992, all Class B 
licenses will have to have been 
renewed under the new stand-

the grading equipment which 
is available. Without proper grad¬ 
ing, the city manager argued, the 
trail will be subject to erosion. 
Further, Giese noted that if con¬ 
struction equipment could not be 
used on the trail, the amount of 
hand labor required would be 
very expensive. 

Several citizens argued against 
the proposal. Rodney Roberts 
called the proposed trail a road, 
not a path. He argued against 
development of an active park 
in the wooded area between Gar¬ 
denway and Laurel Hill Road, 
which he said is the only area in 
the city with any wildlife. 

Further, Robe^* argued that 
the woods already have a “beau¬ 
tiful trail system” and that con¬ 
structing the planned trail would 
only encourage use of the area 
by non-Greenbelters. 

Bob Rashkin questioned the 
need for a trail, saying that no 
one is impeded from walking in 
the woods without it. Clara 
Kuehn asked council to clearly 
identify what usage and pedes¬ 
trian traffic density the trail 
is being designed for. Craig 
Tooley argued that council should 
consider the Perimeter Trail in 
consideration with a Master 
Plan for the whole wooded area. 

Weidenfeld noted that the 
Perimeter Trail has long been 
a part of city plans and has been 
supported by citizens in past 
surveys. Isaacs added that the 
trail was also designed to help 
unify the city. In response to 
Tooley, Weidenfeld said that the 
city had no plans to develop the 
wooded area beyond the trail. 

Keith Jahoda asked about some 
trails that had been constructed 
by a bulldozer near the Northway 
fields. He said that trees had 
been removed and that the trails 
served no use. Giese said he was 
unaware of any trail construc¬ 
tion at the fields but that it 
may be related to the removal of 
dumped refuse. Staff will look 
into the situation. 

Council accepted APB report 
90-5 recommending approval jf 
the recommendations of the joint 
APB-PRAB trails subcommittee. 
The subcommittee recommended 
a city-wide trails study, produc¬ 
tion of a map of trails and side 
walks, trails guidelines and pri¬ 
orities and employment by the 
city of a pedestrian/bikeway co¬ 
ordinator. This report will be 
considered at the May 14 regular 
council meeting. 

Post Office 

The city has received a co—’ 
of the proposed federal govei.i- 
ment capital improvements pro¬ 
gram (CIP). One of the projects 
is a new 15,000 square foot main 
post office to “replace inade¬ 
quate rented facilities in Belts- 
ville and Greenbelt.” The pro¬ 
posal does indicate that “Once 
a new site is selected, the need 
to provide retail services at oth¬ 
er locations in these communi¬ 
ties will be evaluated.” As part 
of the consent agenda, council

The school site plan was dis¬ 
cussed at meetings between ar¬ 
chitect R. C. Garcia of SHWC, 
Inc., school board representative 
Suzanne Plogman and residents 
of the homes surrounding the 
site on April 26 and May 1, and 
at the April 30 city council meet¬ 
ing. The plans and related prop¬ 
erty line issues were discussed 
at the May 10 GHI board meet¬ 
ing The architects met with 
residents to discuss revisions to 
the plans on Monday May 14 at 
the North End site. 

Garcia said that his company 
is preparing final construction 
drawings, but that changes are 
still possible as the engineers, 
architects and others involved 
review the plans. 

County school system Asso¬ 
ciate Superintendent of Support¬ 
ing Services Frank Tracy said 
that construction could begin as 
early as next January if every¬ 
thing goes according to plan. 
One thing that has not yet gone 
according to plan is transfer of 
the property to the school sys¬ 
tem. The city is still negotiating 
with the school board and the 
county government over the terms 
of the swap of the North End 
property for Center School. 

Plogman noted that there had 
been little change to the site 
plan since it was last presented 
to residents in November, The 
soccer field had been angled 
to reduce tree loss and keep 
it away from the nearby 
homes. As planned, the deep¬ 
est cut into the woods behind the 
existing ballfield will be approxi¬ 
mately 100 feet. At its closest 
point, the field is approximately 
120 feet from the nearest Re¬ 
search Road home and 100 feet 
away from the nearest GHI 
homes. However, there is a much 
denser line of trees between the 
field and the Research Road 
homes and the GHI homes are 
closer to the property lines. Gar¬ 
cia noted that the plan now calls 
for a retaining wall between the 
soccer field and the single fam¬ 
ily homes on Research Road. 
This wall will be 8 feet tall at 
its highest point Garcia said 
that shrubbery would be planted 
between the wall and the field 
to discourage people from jump¬ 
ing, In addition, a fence will be 
installed on top of the wall. 

At the May 1 meeting, Gar¬ 
cia said his company had just 
been notified that the county De¬ 
partment of Environmental Re¬ 
sources (DER) will require them 
to install a stormwater retention 
pond on the site. He said that 
his firm is evaluating the DER’s 
analysis to determine if the pond 
is essential. He said they will 
construct the pond only if DER 
determines it is essential, and 
that if it is required it will be 
fenced. Garcia agreed with resi¬ 
dents that construction of a pond 
should be avoided if possible, be¬ 
cause of the possible safety 
problems. Construction of the 
pond will increase the amount 
of tree loss, estimated at just 
under 1 acre without the pond, 
but he did not yet have an esti¬ 
mate of how many additional 
trees would be lost. If required, 


the pond will be located behind 
the soccer field. 

The plan met with general ap¬ 
proval at the April 26 meeting 
with Research Roau residents. 
The same could not be said of 
the May 1 meeting with Laurel 
Hill residents. These residents 
w t ere very concerned about the 
loss of part of what they had 
always considered their property 
and the nearness of the hard 
surface play area to their homes. 

Robert Butler argued that in 
earlier sessions residents were 
told that the existing tree line 
would not change. Now the stakes 
marking the clearing line are 
behind the current tree line and 
inside some residents’ fences. 
Connie Houchens said it was un¬ 
fair to put the field and play¬ 
ground so far from the Research 
Road homes and “right next to 
my house.” 

Garcia said that the plan has 
always called for planting addi¬ 
tional trees behind the GHI 
homes to buffer them from the 
school. However, the consensus 
during the planning sessions was 
for a single-story school, which 
increased the amount of prop¬ 
erty required for the school build, 
ing and moved the facilities clos¬ 
er to the nearby residences. In 
addition, the provision of more 
parking on the school site, rath¬ 
er than on Ridge Road, moved 
the school further back on the 
property, again requiring mov¬ 
ing the play facilities closer to 
the neighbors. 

Sherry Lynn Brooke Garten 
argued that the school plan would 
result in “noise pollution” for 
neighbors with the playground 
so close to the houses. She also 
argued that residents were not 
given accurate information when 
they voted for the school site. 
She said the city and school board 
never mentioned the tree loss, 
‘*the taking up of GHI property” 
and the drainage field. 

Garcia sketched out several 
possible changes that could re¬ 
duce the impact on the Laurel 
Hill residents. These residents 
agreed that if the clearance line 
could be moved to six to ten 
feet outside their fences, they 
would find it acceptable. Garcia 
will develop an alternative plan 
and discuss it with the residents 
on May 17. However, he noted 
that the required changes would 
increase the tree loss and asked 
for the residents’ help in sup¬ 
porting that.

Not One Tree 


Affordable Housing 

Affordable housing is a sub¬ 
ject of great concern to young 
families trying to buy homes in 
the Greenbelt area, In response 
to this growing need, the County 
Council is currently reviewing 
an initiative called CHOICE, 
which includes a seven-point pro¬ 
gram to address the issue, 

The goal of the program is to 
make home ownership affordable. 
The program authorizes the coun¬ 
ty government to donate, develop 
and sell surplus land, thereby 
eliminating land cost, developer 
fees and real estate commission. 
It includes components to assist 
homebuyers with closing costs 
and provides for the renovation 
of boarded-up homes, which will 
be sold at cost, with lower in¬ 
terest rates. While I firmly sup¬ 
port these efforts, there is a 
component which concerns me. 

In order to encourage moder¬ 
ately priced homes. Council Bill 
14 gives developers higher den¬ 
sity, requires smaller setbacks 
and less green space, and loosens 
restrictions on lot coverage. The 
bill in its original form would 
have allowed, in those zones 
which had been reserved solely 
for single-family homes, 20 per¬ 
cent of the development to be 
townhouses. This violation of 
the integrity of the Master Plan 
may be well intended, but would 
surely result in a legacy of con¬ 
gestion in our neighborhoods. I 
was able to amend CB-14 to 
eliminate this provision so as to 
encourage the construction of 
moderately priced single-family 
homes. Moderately priced hous¬ 
ing need not be limited to town- 
houses! Without public support, 
however, the townhouse provision 
may well be restored. In the 
meantime, other developer trade¬ 
offs remain in the bill. 

Every citizen is entitled to an 
opportunity for decent and ade¬ 
quate housing. In order to pro¬ 
vide that housing, I am pleased 
to support most of the CHOICE 
program. But I believe the plan 
outlined in CB-14-90 is inconsis¬ 
tent with my longstanding com¬ 
mitment to resist density trade¬ 
offs. Although Greenbelt is an 
established community and prob¬ 
ably will not be subject to many 
of the ramifications of CB-14, I 
ask your support in an 
effort to protect those portions 
of the county not developed. 

The critical need for adequate 
housing demands approaches 
which are both innovative and 
pioneering. But let us not be 
so shortsighted that we encour¬ 
age overcrowding, and sacrifice 
trees and green space—all in 
the name of affordable housing.

I commend council and staff in 
their achievements towards sav¬ 
ing Parcel 1 and 2, for realizing 
our call for the wild, our unique 
desire as a town to save a price¬ 
less haven. 

But what if, instead of Parcel 
1 about to be raped, it was the 
land on the other side of the 
Northway gravel road, 72 acres 
of beautiful wilderness. There 
are a number of proposals as to 
what to do with this remaining 
original green belt. Each claims 
to want just a few acres here 
and there. Everyone wants just 
a little part. Well, holes as big 
as football fields are about to 
be punched into the fabric of this 
delicate ecosystem. And this is 
w'here the misconception lies. 

For anyone to think that this 
land is less precious than Par¬ 
cel 1, then it is time to say 
again, “Don’t even think about 
it.” To penetrate this woodland

We’ve filled 
council chambers twice with over¬ 
flow' crowds, every member of 
which said, “Leave it alone!” 

Council does not seem to be 
listening.

ards. This will affect all Crew¬ 
man IVs and above. Several of 
the street crews trucks as well 
as the refuse vans require a Class 
B license, which applies to ve¬ 
hicles with gross vehicular weight 
over 26,000 pounds. 

Replacement and New Equipment 
A replacement for the city's 
bulldozer, which is not covered 
under the replacement fund, is 
budgeted in the second year of 
the proposed two-year budget. 
Smith pointed out that there is 
some optimism in the assump¬ 
tion that the bulldozer will last 
that long. It has become diffi¬ 
cult to find replacement parts 
for the 1948 dozer. 

Council members questioned 
whether a used bulldozer could be 
found more cheaply or whether 
the city could find another mu¬ 
nicipality in need of a dozer and 
make the purchase together. 
However, Smith pointed out that 
Greenbelt Public Works has a 
much greater need for the dozer 
than most other small cities, 
which contract out work that the 
city does itself. In regard to buy¬ 
ing a used one, Smith noted that 
very few come on the market. 
Cities that have them, like 
Greenbelt, keep them until 
they're worn out or cannibalized 
for replacement parts. Also, the 
cost differential between a new 
and used bulldozer would not be 
worth the risks inherent in buy¬ 
ing used heavy equipment. Two 
years ago, the cost of a new 
bulldozer was $42,000; the only 
used one available was $35,000. 

Horticulturist Bill Phelan said 
that if a new bulldozer gave the 
service that the city's old one 
has. the price of a new one 
would only be $1,000 per year 
for the life of the do 2 er. 

An unfunded budget item was 
for a street sweeper, which staff 
felt would allow them to clean 
the streets more efficiently. 

The public * orks department 
also requested an additional PC 
terminal and printer, for which 
council indicated monies could 
be found in the budget. 

Replacing Smith 
Giese said that the retirement 
of Smith at the end of the cal¬ 
endar year, in addition to its 
budget implications, will mean 
an intensive recruitment effort

for his replacement The city 
will recruit on a national basis, 
with emphasis in the region. It 
will not be an easy task, Giese 
said, to find a new Public Works 
Director. Not many people have 
the background in all of the 
types of work the department 
performs, nor the very impor¬ 
tant management skills. We're 
lucky we don’t do water or 
wastewater treatment, Giese add¬ 
ed. 

The recruitment effort will be¬ 
gin at the start of the fiscal 
year. The city will be attending 
a major public works conference 
in September and hopes to meet 
with possible candidates then. 
Any major restructuring of the 
department would wait until the 
new director is on board.

Listening To Your Body's Language 



I f you think the way com¬ 
puters work is complicat¬ 
ed, think for a minute about 
your own body. Everything 
we do—from taking a step to 
reading a page to processing 
food—requires enormous co¬ 
ordination of systems within. 
When something is going 
wrong, the body often sends 
out signals to warn us. 

These signals are com¬ 
monly known as symptoms, 
and are the body's way of 
telling us that something 
needs attention. 

Dr. Frank Pisciotta, an 
area gastroenterologist, 
states, Two common signs of 
a digestive system in trouble 
are diarrhea and constipa¬ 
tion. Others include painful 
swallowing, heartburn, nau¬ 
sea, cramping, unexplained 
weight loss, discoloration of 
tissue or the presence of 
blood in the stool” 

Dr. Pisciotta says that 
for some 20 million Ameri¬ 
cans, minor digestive upsets 
are a daily problem. Accord¬ 
ing to the National Institutes 
of Health figures, another 20 
million are chronically ill 
with serious gastrointestinal 
disorders. 

He states, ’Almost every¬ 


one suffers from occasional 
bouts of heartburn. Chang 
ing eating habits may help 
dramatically, however, if 
within a week s time self-care 
measures don’t help, it s time 
to seek medical advice. The 
acids caused by heartburn 
can actually erode the esoph¬ 
agus and cause painful ul¬ 
cers. Your doctor can likely 
prescribe something to pre¬ 
vent it." 

Common sense, he says. 


is the key. Many people wait 
too long for the symptoms to 
disappear on their own . By 
the time they seek medical 
advice, the problem has ad¬ 
vanced to a more complicat¬ 
ed stage. 

Most digestive diseases 
are highly treatable in their 
early stages, includes malig¬ 
nancies. Early tumors can 
usually be effectively re¬ 
moved with little or no dis¬ 
comfort by a simple in-offlce 


procedure called endoscopy. 
Dr. Pisciotta has offices that 
include endoscopy facilities, 
as well as on-site lab, and X- 
ray, so there is no undue dis¬ 
ruption of the patient's daily 
routine. Should there be a 
need, he has hospital privi¬ 
leges at many of the areas 
finest facilities. 

He says, "We often see 
patients who have suffered 
for weeks or months before 
they come in. thinking that 
the problem would go away. 
Our staff understands the 
importance of early treat¬ 
ment, so when someone 
calls, we accommodate them 
right away. A thorough eval¬ 
uation and program of treat¬ 
ment, if needed, begins im¬ 
mediately," 

Dr. Pisciotta, who is a 
graduate of the Universities 
of Maryland and Texas Medi¬ 
cal School, trained at Insti 
tutes including Hahnemann 
Medical Center and Hospital 
in Philadelphia; M.D. Ander¬ 
son Hospital and Tumor In¬ 
stitute in Houston; St Mary’s 
Hospital at the University of 
Rochester in New York and 
Washington Hospital Center 
in Washington, D.C. He pre¬ 
scribes preventive measures 


as ways in which to avoid 
having trouble. 

"Eat slowly," he advises, 
"and as your mother always 
told you, chew your food 
well Have plenty of high- 
ftber food in your diet, drink 
alcohol only in moderation, 
don't smoke cigarettes, and 
be aware of any changes in 
your body's normal patterns. 
If you have doubts concern¬ 
ing the seriousness of a con¬ 
dition, see a doctor. Ignoring 
symptoms for long periods of 
time can wind up being very 
costly in terms of your 
health. When your body 
talks, listen.”

The federal CIP also includes 
funding for improvements to the 
BW Parkway, Goddard Space

Budget 

Council received a petition 
from James Foy, chairman of the 
Greenbelt East Advisory Com¬ 
mittee, requesting that council 
fund the police department's 
Special Enforcement Unit and 
provide for additional officers 
to patrol in Greenbelt East, tn 
a written response Giese advised 
GEAC that his proposed budget 
for 1990/91 includes three new 
police officers. 

According to Giese, Police 
Chief James Craze, who request¬ 
ed ten new officers this year, 
feels that the most urgent need 
is for a Narcotics Enforcement 
Unit. If council approves the 
hiring of the three new officers, 
the chief expects to be able to 
establish this unit. 

Council accepted Advisory 
Planning Board (APB) Report 
90-6, recommending approval of 
the addition of a half-time plan¬ 
ner, a half-time office assistant 
and a construction inspector to 
the Planning and Development 
staff. The additional inspector 
will be financed through road 
permit fees. 

Park and Recreation Advisory 
Board (PRAB) Report 4-90 was 
also accepted by council. In this 
report PRAB recommends that 
council budget $10,000 for part- 
time assistance for the Thera- 
neutic Recreation Supervisor* This 
funding was requested by the 
recreation department but not in. 


budget proposal. PRAB also 
asked council to reword the parks 
department objective for Schrom 
Hills Park to include a lake, and 
to transfer responsibility for the 
city's parks from the public 
works department to the recrea¬ 
tion department. Recreation Di¬ 
rector Hank Irving's request for 
a $5,000 study of the feasibility 
of this transfer was not included 
in Giese's budget proposal. 

These reports were accepted 
by council for consideration dur¬ 
ing the budget review. 

Unsolicited Handbills 

Council received comments 
from City Solicitor Robert Manzi 
regarding Isaacs' request, at the 
last meeting, for information ^n 
ways to control the distribution 
of unsolicited commercial hand¬ 
bills. City ordinances currently 
prohibit leaving such material at 
residences posted with “no tres¬ 
passing," “no peddlers or agents," 
“no "advertising" or similar no¬ 
tices. 

Manzi said that the current 
law is valid and can be enforced 
through municipal infraction 
citations. In addition, council 
could change the law to prohibit 
distribution of commercial hand¬ 
bills except where the material 
is handed to and accepted by a 
resident. 

The fine for 3uch offenses is 
currently $10, but could be raised 
up to $400, according to Manzi. 
In his written comments, Giese 
noted that if the business did not 
pay the fine, the only way to 
enforce the law would be through 
costly legal action. In addition, 
the city cannot regulate the dis¬ 
tribution of political handbills or 
newspapers because of first 
amendment protections. 

Under the current law, the 
city can notify businesses that 
are violating the law of the vio¬ 
lation, then impose fines if the 
business does not comply. Citi-

City Considering Expansion 
Of Planning Department Staff 

by Diane Oberg 

Under City Manager James K. Giese’s proposed bud¬ 
get, the Planning and Development Department would be 
expanded from its current staff of two to a four-person 
staff. The new positions would be a part time planner, pos¬ 
sibly an intern from one of the area planning departments 
and a partime office assistant. 

City Planning and Develop- The cost of the part-time of- 
ment Coordinator Celia Wilson fice assistant would be funded 


told council at a May 9 work 
session that she is confident that 
she can find a competent person 
for the part-time planner’s posi¬ 
tion. This person would assume 
responsibility for the less tech¬ 
nically and professionally de¬ 
manding tasks, leaving Wilson 
free for more important tasks. 
She said that council had pre¬ 
viously discussed hiring a project 
manager for the city's capital 
improvements projects. However, 
Wilson felt that she would be 
able to adequately assume these 
responsibilities if the part-time 
planner position were approved. 

The expansion of this depart¬ 
ment will require some new 
equipment, including $5,000 for 
surveying equipment, $5,000 for 
furniture, $15,800 for a four- 
wheel drive vehicle and $3,600 
for a computer. 

Council member Antoinette M. 
Bram supported the idea of hir¬ 
ing an intern for the planner 
position. She said that an intern 
would be seeking experience and 
would likely be very energetic. 
In addition, hiring an intern 
would reduce the benefits paid 
by the city.

ever, he said the council will need 
a full evaluation of the apartment 
licensing and inspection proposal 
before he could make a decision. 
Council member Joseph Isaacs 
said that the city needs to find 
a new revenue source, now that 
most development is nearing com¬ 
pletion. He said that the licensing 
fees could be a benefit, despite 
the enforcement responsibilities. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld suggest¬ 
ed that rather than establishing 


a city landlord-tenant commis¬ 
sion, Greenbelt might use the 
county commission. 

Giese noted that the city could 
do a better job of inspecting 
apartments than the county cur¬ 
rently does. He said that while 
most city apartment complexes 
are well maintained, there are 
some problem apartments. He 
said that he did not yet know 
what legal costs would be in¬ 
volved in enforcing apartment 
standards. 


from road inspection fees. Coun¬ 
cil recently authorized a new 
construction inspector position, 
which was filled by a Public 
Works employee. This position is 
also funded by the road inspec¬ 
tion fees. Once this employee 
is fully trained, the city's use of 
consultants for construction in¬ 
spection will be reduced, but not 
eliminated. Wilson said that con¬ 
tractor assistance will still be 
needed for architectural and en¬ 
gineering review. 

The city is also considering 
whether it should assume re¬ 
sponsibility, currently held by the 
county, for licensing and inspect¬ 
ing apartments in the city. While 
the city would then receive apart¬ 
ment licensing fees, it would also 
have to deal with enforcement 
problems. Giese said that he was 
not yet prepared to offer a rec¬ 
ommendation on this issue. He 
was most concerned about the 
enforcement responsibility and 
the possible need for a landlord 
tenant commission in the city.

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 


Hello Again ! ! 

Sometimes a little problem can unravel into the most frustrating 
diagnostic condition. Consider this: A fuse blowing condition when 
the brakes are applied and 4 way flashers are activated and it 
took 2 to 4 minutes for the fuse to blow. Was it a direct short 
or was it excess current drain? There was no question that it 
was current over-draw as the load limit was in excess of the am¬ 
perage limit of the fuse. The first place to look is at the lamp 
assemblies or the bulbs. In this case somewhere along the line 
somebody switched bulbs that were mismatched. For example, a 
normal lamp bulb is referred to as a dual filament; this single 
bulb can light 2 times whenever it’s signaled. A single filament 
bulb can only light 1 time when it’s signaled. This is a basic tail 
lamp circuit in a conventional automobile and the owner of_ this 
vehicle had switched lamp bulbs causing the above conditioin. 
When changing lamps look at the bulbs you remove and identify 
the proper lamp for the proper lamp 'socket. It’s just like the 
round hole and square peg type of affair. You can save yourself 
a bunch of aggravation.
